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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: In regard to 
claim 26, Examiner stated that Markley et al. 6,922,936 discloses a handgrip (1428 or 1464 in Fig. 19) as claimed; a 
sleeve (1421); a removeable reel seat member with a cavity (1445 with 1416) adapted to slide onto the sleeve (see 
Fig. 19), the reel seat member having reel fasteners (see 36 in Fig. 1); a reel (12) mounted to the reel seat (of 1416); 
and a locking member (1450, 1424) for locking the sleeve to the reel seat member by inducing less than 360 degree 
rotation of the reel seat relative to the sleeve (bayonet-type connection). Examiner proposed to amend claim 26 such 
that the reel be mounted over the cavity of the reel seat member as similarly amended by applicant in claim 1 to 
overcome Markley et al. Examiner also proposed minor amendments to overcome claim objections and 35 USC 1 12, 
2 nd paragraph problems for claims 1 (a missing comma), 4, and 6. Applicant agreed to the proposed changes. Please 
see the Examiner's Amendment for details.
